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PERHAPS THIS THIRD OF the annual May Shows held in the special exhibition 
galleries of the new wing provides an appropriate time for an informal 
critical review of the somewhat changed nature of the exhibition. In 1958 there 
were 354 artists represented by 887 works, 20% of the number submitted, 
a number well under the usual 30% ratio in record years of the 
earlier 1950’s. In 1959 the selected works were further winnowed by the jury 
to 532 by 252 artists, 16% of the number entered. This year brought 
: little change to the ratio of 1959, 537 works by 254 artists being accepted 
from 3,177 works submitted by 619 persons, or 17% of the entries. 
This number and ratio compares favorably with that usually found in other 
major regional exhibitions. Professional standards of quality 
have been used by the Jury of Selection. 

While various efforts have elsewhere been made to find a more perfect 
method of selection than that by a jury of three or more members, 
I believe a consensus would support the notion that the fairest method, 
over a period of years, is the use of a Jury of Selection. Wherever opinion 
and judgment are necessary, some form of jury seems the most adequate 
means available. Whether in figure skating, music competitions, or trials, 
judgment by one’s peers is the order of the day. While one-man juries have 
been tried, and still have some vogue, a system with built-in checks 
and balances and no tampering most often achieves a successful judgment 
and a stimulating exhibition.

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The jurors, being professionals—serious students of art or 
serious artists—have standards; but these guides have a range of variation. 
One does not judge a contemporary national exhibition by reference 
to Giotto, Rembrandt, or Cezanne any more than one judges a regional 
exhibition by the highest national standards. The standards vary, but they do 
have definite limits, surprisingly uniform in the thinking of the 
professional artists and critics. 

While one should not subscribe, even in large part, to the concept that 
the money values of works of art are an index to their quality, 
there is an interesting lesson to be learned from the sales statistics 
of past May Shows. From about 1936 until 1958, regardless of the number of 
objects sold (quantities from 247 to 2,044), the average price paid for a 
work of art was from $15 to $18. In 1958, 837 objects were sold 
for an average price of $30; in 1959, 394 works were sold for an 
average price of $60! While this change is in part due to the juries’ 
high standards of quality and also to the drastic reduction in the number 
of duplicates allowed for sale, it is still true that the public is buying 
better and more expensive works of art. Some may say that this puts ‘‘art”’ 
beyond the reach of many. But there are still properly inexpensive 
items for sale, particularly in the fields of prints, drawings, and pottery. 
The significant thing is that the talented artist is getting more for 
better works and that enthusiastic patronage is forthcoming. This should be 
encouraging for the artist whose art is his avocation. However, for those who 
pursue art as recreation there are encouraging signs of an increase in 
the number of local centers where their works may be exhibited and discussed 
within their own frame of reference, without the often unfortunate comparisons 
with works by professionals. One of the main results of recreational art 
should be the training and growth of sensibility—the development 
of the much neglected quality of appreciation. By painting or carving 
or throwing, no matter how uncreatively or unskillfully, the maker ofter 
learns to appreciate the accomplishments of others. How many baseball players 
make the minor leagues, much less the majors? 

While watching the jury in action this year, and recalling the procession 
of submitted works over the past eight years, two particular ideas 
occurred to me. The first is admittedly critical but needs airing. 
Many of us like “abstract” or “‘avant-garde” art, but I hope that it does not 
blind us to the possibility of creative contemporary representational styles. 
There seems to be a tendency now, here and elsewhere, for almost

all artists to go ‘‘abstract,” sometimes overnight. When it is a felt need, 
backed by the conviction of integrity, we can but accept and admire. 

But for many it appears to be the result of a hurried decision to “‘keep up.” 
The jury felt, as do many of us, that good representational art was 

lacking among the entries because many fine representational artists 

were painting or carving or welding poor abstractions. The jury’s acceptance 
of certain works and its prize awards clearly indicate that fine 
representational art—whether romantic, realistic, or expressionist— 

provides rewarding experiences not by any means inferior to those 

equally interesting, if different, stimuli provided by abstract art. 

Polonius may have been a windbag, but his speech to Laertes was wiser than 
he knew and the admonition to be true to one’s own self has universal merit. 
How often has one seen among the entries of one year numerous and usually 
poorer imitations of the previous year’s prize winners ? 

The second thought developed in part from the apparent success 
of the new system of inviting a technical advisor on photography to the jury, 
and in part from knowing the tremendous difficulties involved in understanding 
the basic techniques of the various crafts. We are considering 
the advisability of inviting each year a technical consultant in the crafts 
to aid the jury in threading its way through this particularly fine 
and creative area of the Cleveland exhibition. 

We hope the May Show will continue to develop and provide an annual review 
of the best in art in the Cleveland area, a stimulus to the arts of the region, 
and a regularly recurring market for the artists. We are most grateful 
to the Jury of Selection for their labors, to the artists for their 
creative productivity, and to the Museum members and the public 
for their continued interest and support. S.E.L.
